6. (Currently Amended) A device as claimed in claim 13, wherein the ground 
support is pivotally coupled to the fixed blade and the elongated shaft is pivotally movable 
relative to the ground support up to a predetermined point comprising one fix e d blade and at 
l e ast two pivot blad e s pivotally connt e ct e d to th e ground support, the pivot blades 
functionally conn e ct e d to th e fixed blad e through the g e ar conn e ction . 

7. (Currently Amended) A device as claimed in claim 13, comprising on e fix e d 
blad e and three pivot blades pivotally connected to the ground support, the pivot blades 
functionally connected to the fixed blade through the gear connection, the pivot blades 
moving in relation to the fixed blade and arranged in an arra y, and the at th e pivot blad e s e ach 
having a g e ar tooth forming part of th e g e ar conn e ction b e tween the pivot blad e s and the 
fix e d blad e , the fix e d blade having a gear tooth gap for e ngaging th e gear tooth on th e pivot 
blad e s, th e gear tooth of the pivot blade opposite to the fixed blade aligned to fit into the tooth 
gap of the fixed blade at a height different from the height of the gear teeth of the other two 
blades. 
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8. (Currently Amended) A device as claimed in claim 6 43-, wherein movement 
of the elongated shaft toward the ground support up to the predetermined point causes the 
blades to squeeze the plant between the blades also comprising a lifting part, the lifting part 
the lifting part having a first e nd and a second end, th e lifting part pivoted from its first e nd to 
th e e longat e d shaft and functionally conn e ct e d from its s e cond e nd to th e pivot blad e s such 
that pivoting th e e longated shaft relative to the ground support causes the lifting part to rise 
upwards, and cons e quently caus e s th e grip e nds of th e blad e s functionally conn e ct e d ther e to 
to mov e towards on e anoth e r .

10. (Currently Amended) A device as claimed in claim 8 4^, wherein movement 
of the elongated shaft toward the ground support and beyond the predetermined point is 
operable to pry the blades and the plant from the ground th e blad e s ar e functionally conn e ct e d 
to th e lifting part and to e ach oth e r by m e ans of a g e ar conn e ction . 

11. (Currently Amended) A device as claimed in claim 13, wherein movement of 
the elongated shaft toward the ground support is operable to move the grip end of the fixed 
blade toward the pivot blades, and movement of the fixed blade is operable to move the grip 
ends of the pivot blades toward the fixed blade by the interaction at the gear connection 
comprising two oppos e d blades functionally connect e d to th e lifting part .

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13. (Currently Amended) A device for removing plants from the ground, the 
device comprising: 

an elongated shaft , the elongated shaft having a first end and a second end; 

the elongated shaft including a fixed blade extending from the first end, the 
fixed blade having a gap formed therein; 

a ground support , th e ground support pivotally connected to a first e nd of the 
elongated shaft so that ground support is permitt e d tomov e trav e rs e ly in r e lation to the 
longitudinal axis of th e e longated shaft ; 

at least two pivot blades pivotally connected to the ground support; 

the pivot blades each having a tooth cooperating with the gap in the fixed 
blade to form a gear connection operable to move a grip end of the blades toward one another 
when the second end of the elongated shaft is moved relative to the ground support . 
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
